President Daclares H s la T rying to 


Honeyfugie the People By Telling 


Them Som ething He Don’t Believe. 
Steubenville. (J., May 14—President 
Tart concluded his first day of his 
luuo-mile campaign trip through Ohio 
here alter a series of addresses which 
bristled with attacks on Colonel Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt. 
Vociferous receptions greeted the 
president wherever he stopped aifd 
his 
remarks 
were cheered several 
times. 
In an address at Cambridge Mr. 
Taft made one of the 
most 
bitter 
speeches since he began his campaign 
for 
renomination, 
holding 
Colonel 
Roosevelt up to ridicule, calling him 
an intense and dangerous egotist, a 
flatterer and demagogue, and suggest 
ed that there would be “but little hojre 
for the future of this nation if Mr. 
Roosevelt were wafted to the skies in 
a chariot like the prophet of old and 
there was no one left to do the job 
Mr. Roosevelt said the country needed 
him to do.” 
In other addresses the president re­ 
viewed his stand an the tariff, and de­ 
clared he was for it, and gave perti­ 
nent reasons for his stand. He also 
rev ie wed the finances of the country 
and pointed to a $40,000,000 surplus to 
a $50,000,000 deficit. 
This 
statement 
drew cheers at Caldwell. 
The Cambridge address 
was 
long 
and boiled over with attacks and criti­ 
cisms of Colonel Roosevelt. At one 
point the president said: 
“You’d suppose there wasn’t any 
body in the country to do this Job that 
Mr. Roosevelt talks about but him­ 
self. 
“It’s I. I, I, all the time with him. 
“Suppose you feed that egotism and 
vanity and put birn in office with a 
sense of power and a disregard of con­ 
stitutional 
restrictions, it would be 
dangerous for this country. 
I hold that that man is a dema­ 
gogue and a flatterer, who comes out 
and tells the people they know it all. 
I hate a flatterer. 
I like a man to fell 
the truth straight out and I hate to 
see a man try to honeyfugie the peo­ 
ple by telling them something he don’t 
believe 
Do you think that Abraram Lin­ 
coln. to whom Mr. Roosevelt so often 
refers and to whom he likes to com­ 
pare himself and to whom he bears 
less resemblance than any one I know 
in the history of this country, would 
have acted as he has and misrepre­ 
sented me as he has? 
• Mr. Roosevelt promises the millen 
iuin, tree from bosses. Well, then, wily 
wasn’t there a uiiUenium during the 
seven 
years he was in the White 
II oil se. 
“One Indictment is the character of 
the campaign Mr. Roosevelt is carry­ 
ing on. and iwrsonally I feel that more 
deeply than any other, because I think 
he is to be indicted for making the 
kind of accusatory and libellous cam­ 
paign which requires me, the presi­ 
dent of the United States, in orde r to 
save the cause I tepresent, to come 
out on the platform and go about mak­ 
ing polit ie a1 speee bes in my behalf and 
doing something that a modest man 
dislikes. ’’ 
At Caldwell Mr. Taft referred to the 
colonel's continued “m isstatement” of 
his Toledo speech about government 
of the people. Mr. Taft shouted ‘ Do 
you believe that this is the way for 
one president to treat another?’’ 
"No, no,” came the answer from 
the audience 
Mr. Taft continued: 
“I believe on this account Mr. Roose­ 
velt ought to be visited with the pun­ 
ishment of defeat. 
I'm opposed aud 
I think I ought to be opposed to the 
administration of Theodore Roosevelt 
because of 
the wild 
constitutional 
principles that he is advocating as al­ 
ready embodied in the Pennsylvania 
platform, and will continue to embod) 
in other platforms, and indeed in the 
national platform, lf he continues the 
si.me courae that he now indicates he 
is going to pursue .’’ 
The present trip will take Mr. Taft 
pra' tic ally into every corner of his 
home state and will come to an end a 
few hours before the jmcUs open for 
the voters to register their preference 
for president on May 21. 


Commerce Com m ission Clerk Testifies 


How Culm Deal W as Perfected to 


Catch Judge. 


Washington, May 14.—A purported 
deliberate plan of VV. P. Roland, the 
Sc ranton coal operator, who originate d 
the charges against Judge Robert W. 
Archbald, of the commerce court, to 
entrap the jurist iu au embarrassing 
transaction, was revealed before the 
house Judiciary committee which is in­ 
vestigating 
the 
case 
to 
determine 
whether 
impeachment 
proceedings 
shall lie Instituted by the senate. 
Allan R. Cockrell, confidential sec­ 
retary of 
the interstate 
commerce 
commission, read to the committee the 
memorandum of W. P. Boland’s origi­ 
nal statement of the charges against 
Judge Archbald. 
Roland, ac cording to 
the memorandum, told Interstate Com­ 
merce Commissioner Meyer that he 
purposely 
sought 
to entrap 
Judge 
Archbald in the Katydid culm bank 
transaction after a dem urrer in a suit 
against his coal company had beeu de­ 
cided against him iu Judge Archbald s 
court. 
Roland declared that he sent E. J. 
Williams to Archbald to lure him Into 
the Katydid culrn option deal with the 
Erie railroad after Williams had come 
to birn with Judge Archbald s note for 
discount. 
Roland refused to dlsc-ount the note, 
and subsequently his dem urrer was 
decided against him. In making the 
c harges Boland admitted, according to 
Cockrell, that he used Williams in an 
effort to Involve the judge in a dis­ 
creditable transaction. 
The 
memorandum 
set forth that 
some years ago the Marion Coal com­ 
pany, owned by the Boland brothers, 
had as manager a man named Peel, 
who was disc barged and filed suit for 
breach of contrac t. A demurrer was 
filed In this case. and W. P. Boland 
dec tared that E. J. Williams < ame to 
him with a $500 note signed by J u d g e 
Archbald, asking him to discount it. 
Boland refused to discount It and the 
demurrer was not sustained, aud the 
c a s e is still pending. 
The 
memorandum 
set 
forth 
the 
statement 
that 
Boland 
was 
much 
aroused and "determined 
to 
tr a p ’ 
Judge Archbald In some deal which 
would unfit him for the bench. Boland 
thereupon, ac cording to the memorau 
durn, set this trap with the Katydid 
culm bank transaction with the Erie 
railroad as the vein* Ie and, Edward J. 
Williams as the agent in this plan. All 
this was while the “lighterage” case 
was pending in the commerce court. 
The negotiations were carried out un 
Iii Boland exposed them to the gov­ 
ernment officials. 
“ Mr Boland was so full of his ten 
years’ fight for his rights.” said Mr. 
Cockrell, “that his narrative required 
-eevral hours to tell, hut in the memo­ 
randum I merely set down the salient 
points.” 
Mr. Coc krell participated In the con­ 
ference with Attorney General Wick 
ersharu later when the Bolands relat 
ed their charges to him. 
He was asked if Edward J. Wil­ 
liams, when Attorney General Wicker- 
sham showed him photographic copies 
of the papers in the case, had repu 
dialed any of them, as he has since 
done before the cornmltttee. 
“ Wil­ 
liams did not dispute any of the pa­ 
pers,” said Cockrell. 
“ He identified 
them all and admitted that he had 
signed them.” 
Mr. Cockrell also said that Williams 
identified the assignment contract in 
which Judge Archbald was referred to 
as a “silent party.” This Williams de­ 
nied before the comm! tee, though 
acknowledging his signature. 
On cross examination, A. S. Worth 
Ingtoii, counsel for Judge Arc bb Rd, 
asked Mr Cockrell lf W. P. Boland 
had said anything 
about any other 
federal Judge 
Cockrell declared that 
Boland, In conference with Commis­ 
sioner Meyer, Feb. 21 last, had an af­ 
fidavit made by some one in Scranton, 
retorting to a breach of promise suit 
before a federal judge in Scranton. 
‘ This was a m atter not supported 
by anything but 
the statem ent at 
hand. ' said Cockrell. 
“It did not ap­ 
pear worth much on Its face, and it 
was deemed advisable not to make 
any ic* fence to It in these proceed­ 
ings.” 
J. IL Rlttenhouse, of Sc ranton, a 
civil and mining engineer, testified 
that the number of tons in the Katy 
did culm dump aggregated more than 
fio,00o. It was negotiated for in the 
option from tin* Erie by Williams ani 
Judge 
Vtcuhald as something over 
40,000 ton--. 
The aggregate value of 
the contents, Rittenhouse estimated 
was $47,533. 
The options were to

Williams and Archbald 
$9000.
